Dr. Chis- 
holm, who was named "humanist 
of the Year" In 1D59, will give the 
opening address'ot the Conference 
on November 1st. His topic will be 
based on the psychological aspects 
of the war. 

SCHLESINGER 

Dr. Arthur Schlcsinger, Ph.D., is 
one of America's leading histor- 
ians. He was Senior Professor of 
History at Harvard, and has writ- 
ten several books, including "The 
Age of Jackson" which earned him 
the Pulitzer Prize for History in 
19-16. He will address the delegates 
on November 2nd on a topic based 
on the political aspects of war. 

Dr. Jerome Davis has taught at 
the Universities of Boston, Har- 
vard, Wisconsin and Colorado, and 
held the Gilbert Stark Chair of 
Practical Philantliropy at Yale for 
thirteen years; he has travelled ex- 
tensively and written many books. 
Dr. Davis will also speak, on No- 
vember 2nd, on "The Sociological 
of war.

A rational consideration of Uio 
Causes of War is a positive way of 
averting what may well be the des- 
truction of humanity and life It- 
self."

ATTENTION ALL BIGOTS anc| others of firm convic- 
tion. The Daily is ready once again to challenge 
our favourite whipping horse - fraternity segregation. 

For a change this time we should like to begin 
with words of praise. We arè delighted, to note the 
number of houses who this year crossed the religious 
picket lines to pledge to bring Gentile and Jew into 
common fraternal bonds. Our congratulations go not 
only to the chapters concerned but also to the indi- 
viduals with the discernement and courage to find 
friendship beyond the bleak curtain of prejudice. 

We are less pleased to hear of a house whose 
desire to pledge a Jew was thwarted by the inter- 
vention of their head office or of another house that 
feels itself obliged to lie in public and to deny that 
its international constitution bars It from even consi- 
dering negro members. 

We do not challenge the right of an individual 
^o choose his or her own friends. We do not object 
to on arbitrary pre-selectioh which limits the area of 
choice to' certain ethnic or cultural groups. Especially 
do we object when such false discrimination is foraed 
on our students by parent bodies that are foreign 
both to McGill and to Canada.

The fraternitiè^^BlIflntegral and valuable 
part of life at McOill. As such, and in their vaunted 
role as leaders of the student community, they have 
a responsibility to live up to the traditions of the Uni- 
versity. They must put and end, now, to the practices 
and rules which cut them off from so significant a 
segment of , the student body. . 

Theîînstrv'ménts of reform are already in exis-- 
tence. Let' the. Inter-Fraternity and Panhellenic Coun- 
cils exercise their authority, cind serve notice to indi- 
vidual houses and to their Ànnièrican head offices, 
that restrictions based on the phony notions of colour, 
race or religion will no longer be tolerated on Fra- 
ternity Row at McGill. Let them rewrite the rushing 
rules to encourage, a broadening of the base fronri 
which new members are' drawn. And let those who 
won't, or can't, agree get out. 

Nor should other segments of the University, fail 
to add their v/eight. Let the honour societies prociairn 
that membership in a segregated house is incompa- 
tible with being a Red Wing or Scarlet Key. Let the 
SEC withdraw the priviledge of student facilities from 
any recalcitrcints and refrain from naming segrega- 
tionists to campus posts. 

And let the University authorities add. their sup- 
port by stopping harassment' on subordinate Issues. 
Surely the Senate must see that segregationist prac- 
tices effect far, more, profoundly .the reputation of 
McGill than possible sexual indiscretions ' or bccdsion- 
ol excess drinking. 

s i'- We like fraternities. In fact,.% of us are frater- 
nity merpbersi;,.W^ the. invagination 
and vitqlifyîtbfac^^^ and to eifierge 
strongér anci healthier. The one faint fear this pleas- 
ing prospect leaves is what shall the Daily write 
about when the fraternities desegregate. 

Still it is a sacrifice the 'Daily is prepared to makei 



cnlering a new country was the 
-friendly cries of ' hundreds of 
horns bemoaning my driving ha- 
bits — I was on the wrong side 
of the road. If you did not 
have to talte tlie ferry the only 
overt demarkatlon line between ' 
Denmark and Sweden seemed 
to be that the Swedes, like 
(he English .drive on the left; 
however, upon a more thorough 
examination I foiind that behind 
this mask of similarity lay the 
distinctive traditions and charac> 
tcristics , of two ■ peoples; More- 
over,! found a rivalry and some 
dislike. 

Today, "this rivalry, which is 
steeped in history, best express- 
es ' itself '• in the annual soccer 
game played between these two 
countries. Here the national cha- 
riicterlstics of these peoples*- 
come to tho fore. The Swedes, 
like the English, arc more se- 
rious minded and.' conservative 
as contrasted -tc lhe, gay t^Sgiu" 
sera" nature of the- Danes;? wh, 
went ,down in defeat for the.; 
tenth 'consecutive year. But far 
more revealing is the attitude 
of one to another. . 

The Danes look to the Swedes 
as sort of "stuffed shirts", much 
as some 'Americans look to the 
English, and ih many quarters 
even have à "dislike"., for, them. 
Again this xcactloni has- histori- 
cal roots, the most ' recent of. 
wliich is World War II. . The 
Danes who put up a valiant 
struggle, have never forgiven 
the Swedes for allowing the Nail 
German army to march through 
their country and into Norway. 
The older generation remember 
this with some bitterness while 
the student searches for secu- 
rity in friendship" and under- 
standing — but still considers 
himself distinct from a Swede. 

On the other side of the 
BnUic, the Swede rntioiializcs 



, _ a 

quite high standard of living, 
it docs not compare to the 
wealth of the Swedes. One stu- 
dent summed up the Danish 
altitude this way, "The Danes 
arc jealous, that's all. It has 
nothing to do with the war". 

Unlike the Danes, the Swedes 
do not have that great distaste 
for the Germans. Quite a natu- 
ral reaction in light of the fact - 
that not "only were they not 
at war with thcni, but they 
did a fair amount of business- 
with them between 1040-1045. 

Presently, the Swedes ore 
quite content to remain neutral. 
While they, liave no interest 
in the Western alliance or 
NATO, they, like the Danes are 
. definitely western orientated, 
A friend of mine put it in this 
manher, -"If confronted with' 
the hypothetical situation .of 

'Jng to give up our neutral . 
,-iition there would be no ques- 
tibn'as to whose forces we would 
Join — îhe West". He then 
added in a humourous vein, 
"you know its expensive to be ' 
neutral, we have to defend our; 
selves against everyone". 

On that light note, I left 
this land of blond heads an cross- 
ed into scenic- Norway. Again 
.1 encountered certain problems 
in the-manipulation of ihy auto- 
mobile — lor^ the i Norwegians, 
' like the' Dane's'' 'drive on the 
right. This, outside of the quaint 
border house and tourist office 
indicated to me that Twas now 
in Norway. ' 

Here, in this land of Fiords 
man truely feels his insigni- 
cancc. As you take the ferry 
up one of these magnificent 
waterways, the mountains on 
either side of you seem to leap 
out of_, the . water until Uieir 
. pcrtradins|i>eaks|'sêèm':tO'Pene:^; 



trate the clear blue sky .that 
lazily hangs overhead. It gives 
you a feeling of " peace and 
calm while the unpavcd wind- 
ind roads seem to take you 
back a few years. 

AU these features seem to be 
reflected in the attitude of the 
people. In this former Danish 
colony, the- people are much 
more sympathetic to the Swe- 
des. Some are.. still bitter, but 
the majority are willing to for- 
get. In general I found that 
they feel closer to the Danes, 
but unlike them arc much more 
understanding of the Germaiis. 
Basically they lead simple lives, 
but are far from simple-minded, 
being one of the most literate 
countries >in the world. Extre- 
mely nationalistic, they'- simply 
want to be left alone. 
. And I left.
